Hardy British Fishermen Dare the Perils of Arctic Waters 


pines has been aroused in England by the 
trip of the steam trawler Kastoria to the arctic 
seas on a fishing expedition and the success that 
attended the venture, the stout little vessel having 
returned to its home port at Grimsby lying low in 
the water from the weight of its finny cargo. The 
total distance traversed on the round trip was about 
3,600 miles, one-seventh of the circumference of the 
globe. 

Some of the hardships connected with the trip can 
be gauged by a study of the pictures on the follow- 


ing page. Most of the time the temperature was at
